“ Queen's  Review" 

Many  graduates  of  Queen's  will  have 
learned  with  sorrow  of  the  death  on  Jan¬ 
uary  21  of  Professor  C.  F  Cummer,  at 
the  comparatively  early  age  of  sixty- 
three.  In  failing  health  for  some  years, 
he  nevertheless  insisted  on  assuming  his 
full  share  of  teaching  duties.  On  the 
morning  of  January  21  he  conducted  his 
classes  as  usual;  at  his  home  in  the  after¬ 
noon  he  suffered  a  stroke  from  which  he 
did  not  recover. 

Professor  Cummer  |Oined  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mathematics  at  Queen's  in  1911, 
the  year  of  the  retirement  of  the  late 
Professor  N  F  Dupuis.  The  two  men, 

Dupuis  and  Cummer,  furnish  some  il¬ 
luminating  comparisons  A  strong  native 
aptitude  for  and  love  of  mathematics 
they  had1  in  common.  An  interest  in 
artistic  pusuits  was  another  common  trait 
Dupuis  was  an  artist  of  no  mean  power; 

Cummer  was  a  musician  whose  knoA/- 
ledge  of  the  subject  and  whose  perform¬ 
ance  in  it  would  have  given  him  pro- 
cessional  rank.  In  academic  training  the 
two  men  were  very  different.  Dupuis 
was  largely  self-taught  and  the  range  of 
his  mathematical  interest  was  thereby 
circumscribed;  Cummer  brought  to  Queen's 
as  a  result  of  his  Oxford  training,  an 
appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  modern 
mathematics  and  an  insistence  upon 
mathematical  rigour 

In  his  teaching,  Professor  Cummer  made  his 
greatest  impression  on  the  honours  students  who 
attended  his  classes  for  two  or  three  years.  In  his 
own  student  days  he  had  learned  his  mathematics 
more  from  reading  of  texts  than  from  the  exposition 
of  teachers  and  he  expected  from  his  students  some 
initiative  in  reading  and  in  solving  problems.  The 
students  who  responded  to  his  challenge  acquired  an 
insight  into  educational  methods  as  well  as  a  ma¬ 
thematical  background. 

Professor  Cummer's  interest  in  music  was  deep 
and  wide  Before  the  establishment  at  Queen's  of 
a  department  of  music  and  the  appointment  of  a 
resident  musician,  he  might  almost  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  as  musician-in-ordinary  to  the  University. 
Communications  addressed  to  "the  Professor  of 
Music"  usually  found  their  way  to  his  desk.  Fie 
took  an  active  part  in  the  Kingston  Choral  Society 
and  when  the  position  of  conductor  became  vacant 
he  was  impressed  into  this  role  for  several  seasons. 
Whenever  choral  of  orchestral  work  was  under¬ 
taken  he  was  usually  to  be  found,  and  he  was  equally 
happy  on  the  conductor's  stand,  in  the  bass  section, 
or  with  his  flute  or  other  instrument. 

Cummer  was  far  from  being  loquacious,  even 
with  his  intimate  friends,  but  these  can  testify  to  his 


ready  wit  in  conversation  and  to  his  apt  allusions 
from  a  wide  range  of  reading.  By  far  his  most 
outstanding  personal  characteristic  was  his  self- 
effacing  attitude  wherever  personal  reputation  was 
concerned.  Of  few  people  could  it  be  said  more 
truly  that  he  worked  for  the  love  of  the  work.  In¬ 
deed  it  may  be  questioned  whether  this  attitude  was 
in  his  own  best  interest.  Flad  he  forced  himself  to 
follow  a  rigorous  program  in  mathematics,  he  would 
be  much  better  known  as  a  mathematician.  When 
he  applied  himself,  whether  to  mathematics,  music, 
gardening,  or  building  a  boat,  he  did  so  for  the  sheer 
pleasure  of  the  work  and  without  the  slightest  re¬ 
gard  for  any  reputation  that  might  accrue  to  him 
as  a  result  As  a  consequence  his  talents  were 
known  and  appreciated  by  a  smaller  group  than 
would  have  been  the  case  had  he  had  an  eye  singled 
for  achievement  and  recognition. 

The  first  hundred  years  of  the  history  of  Queen's 
may  be  described  as  the  century  of  the  pioneers. 
Another  pioneer  has  now  laid  down  his  work.  The 
department  of  mathematics  has  had  a  significant 
succession  of  teachers  in  Williamson,  Dupuis,  Math- 
eson,  and  Gummer  They  have  established  a  tradi¬ 
tion  of  service  and  have  created  lova i ties  which  it 
will  be  the  duty  of  their  successors  to  preserve  and 
to  enrich.

The  new  members  to  the  Society,  whose  constitution  ex¬ 
plicitly  states  that  the  numbers  gaining  admission 
shall  be  kept  to  a  minimum,  are  chosen  each  spring 
trom  the  graduating  class  by  a  special  committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  principal  of  the  University,  the  principal 
of  Theology,  the  four  faculty  deans,  the  four  faculty 
A.M.S.  |umor  reps.,  the  president  of  the  A.M.S.,  and 
any  members  of  the  Tricolor  Society,  who  may  be  able 
to  attend  this  committee's  meeting. 

Probably  the  most  distinctive  attribute  of  the  Tri¬ 
color  Society  is  that  "No  admissions  .  shall  be  grant¬ 
ed  by  tradition,  that  is,  no  student  automatically  be¬ 
comes  a  member  of  the  Tricolor  Society  simply  because 
he  or  she  holds  a  certain  executive  position  on  the 
campus."

THE  VARSITY  WEEK-END 


Fortunately  the  weather  held  perfect,  for  the  third  weekend  in 
October  was  one  of  the  busiest  of  the  session.

The  stage  was  set  for  the  renewal  of  the  traditional 
struggle  between  the  Gaels  and  the  Beavers. 

Although  the  football  game  was  probably  the  main  bout  of  the 
weekend,  it  was  by  no  means  the  only  memorable  event.  On  Satur¬ 
day  morning  at  Fall  Convocation,  honorary  degrees  were  conferred 
upon  Gen.  H.  D  G  Crerar,  commanding  officer  of  the  First  Canadian 
Army,  Francis  King,  K.C.,  of  Kingston,  and  Herbert  J.  Davis,  president 
of  Smith  College,  Mass. 

To  round  cut  the  picture,  a  monster  pep  rally,  complete  with  an 
effigy  of  the  Varsity  Beaver,  was  held  on  Friday  night  followed  by 
an  open  house;  the  Alumni  made  this  their  reunion  weekend;  and  a 
football  dance  was  held  on  Saturday  night,  which  almost  burst  the 
walls  of  Grant  Hall. 

The  fact  that  our  team  won  makes  this  weekend  a  particularly 
pleasant  one  to  look  back  on.

Queen's  welcomed  three  outstanding  men  at  Fall  Convo¬ 
cation,  Honourary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Laws  were  conferred 
upon  Gen  H  D.  C.  Crerar,  former  Commander  of  the  First 
Canadian  Army,  Francis  King,  K.C.,  of  Kingston,  and  Herbert 
J  Davis,  President  of  Smith  College,  Mass 

In  his  Convocation  address,  Gen.  Crerar  warned  against 
premature  disarmament,  maintaining  that  armaments  are  not 
the  cause  of  wars  but  the  results  of  either  a  fear  of  attack 
or  a  plan  for  future  aggression.  He  felt  that  the  democracies 
should  remain  prepared  against  attack,  even  though  they 
themselves  are  loath  to  resort  to  war  as  a  means  of  settling 
differences  Canadians  must  face  realistically  the  difficulties 
involved  in  setting  up  an  effective  supranational  organization.

THE  TEAM 

The  galloping  Gaels  came  back  from  the  wars 
this  year  and  the  '46  edition  turned  in  a  fine 
effort  finishing  with  a  little  better  than  an  even 
split.  As  in  1939,  the  last  pre-war  season, 
Queen's  finished  a  worthy  second  to  a  powerfully 
fast  team  of  Western  Mustangs. 

Coach  Bob  Elliott,  after  three  years'  exper¬ 
ience  in  the  City  League,  took  his  charges  into  the 
senior  world  and  proved  that  he  could  get  the  best 
from  any  team  The  experts  had  conceded  last 
place  to  the  Elliottmen,  but  after  a  warm-up  with 
Vimy  Barracks,  the  boys  went  to  work  and  won  a 
thriller  here  from  Varsity  on  the  official  opening 
and  another,  two  weeks  later,  in  the  mud  at  Mon¬ 
treal. 

Captain  lake  Milliken  (upper  left)  led  the  boys 
on  the  fieid  and  his  excellent  kicking  was  one  of 
the  features  of  league  play.  Before  the  curtain 
was  down  on  the  first  of  post  war  seasons,  Jack 
Parry  (lower  left),  Bob  Stevens  Mower  right),  ana 
Pete  King  (upper  right),  earned  for  themseives 
positions  on  the  C  I  A  U  mythical  all-star  team.

The  exhibition  test  with  Vimy  was  a  compara¬ 
tively  easy  win  by  a  34  to  5  score  Everybody 
played;  everybody  starred;  and  all  the  students  got 
excited.  On  October  20  the  highly  rated  Varsity 
Blues  came  to  town,  and  in  their  first  ten  minutes 
on  the  Richardson  flats  piled  up  an  impressive 
nine-point  lead.  For  a  while  the  cause  looked 
hopeless  but  the  colour  came  back  to  the  cheeks 
of  the  assembled  Queensmen  when  Midi  ken  got 
his  good  boot  working  and  put  the  Gaels  on  the 
score  sheet.  After  the  half  the  boys  came  out 
fighting  and  before  the  smoke  had  cleared,  War¬ 
ren  Stevens'  boys  were  smarting  from  the  sting 
of  defeat.  Parry  ran  wild  and  the  linemen  tackl¬ 
ed  like  the  Gaels  of  old  The  final  count  was  19 
to  15,  but  it  was  a  costly  victory  jack  Parry,  who 
had  thrilled  the  crowd  with  a  brilliant  91 -yard 
touchdown  run,  was  carried  from  the  field  in  the 
dying  moments  of  the  game  with  what  proved  to 
be  a  broken  leg. 

The  next  week  in  Toronto  the  Elliott  luck  ran 
bad  again.  Bob  Stevens  and  Pete  King  were 
both  injured  early  in  the  game  and,  without  these 
two  and  Parry,  the  Gaels  fell  before  an  inspired 
band  of  Blues.  Andy  Kniewasser,  limping  all  the 
way,  played  a  great  game  at  outside  wing  and 
scored  the  only  major  for  the  Tricolor.  It  came 
on  a  pass  play  with  Bob  Fuller  doing  the  throw¬ 
ing.  Frying  to  come  from  behind,  the  Gaels  took 
many  chances  and  a  few  intercepted  passes  gave 
the  Blues  opportunity  to  pile  up  a  25  to  6  score. 

On  November  3  Montreal  was  the  scene  of 
battle  and  Mr,  Molson  had  his  stadium  dressed 
up  in  its  best  suit  of  quagmire  for  the  occasion. 
Mr.  Elliott  was  at  his  masterminding  best.  The 
Gaels  elected  to  kick  on  first  downs  and  the  heavy 
going  made  ball  handling  difficult  Running  at¬ 
tacks  slowed  down  to  a  walk  and  fumbles  were  a 
dime  a  dozen.  Jake  Milliken  played  his  finest 
game  in  a  Tricolor  sweater.  His  towering  punts 
were  tough  to  catch  and  when  the  Redmen  fum¬ 
bled  his  mates  were  quick  to  take  advantage. 
After  one  such  fumble  Beef  Fardell  carried  the 
ball  over  on  a  play  from  scrimmage.  From  then 
on  it  was  a  matter  of  best  kicks  and  least  fumbles. 
With  Milliken  and  Jim  Crothers  continually  get¬ 
ting  the  best  of  Bartlett  and  Greenberg,  the  Gaels 
went  on  to  win  8  to  4.

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HISTORY  OF  MEDS  '47 


On  September  27,  1 94 1  Meds  '47  began  the  first 
of  a  long  series  of  lectures  and  labs  that  lasted 
through  48  months  and  which  eventually  led  to  the 
long-awaited  goal  on  February  15,  1946  graduation. 

In  1942,  in  answer  to  government  demands  for 
more  medical  officers  for  the  armed  services  of  the 
Dominion,  Queen's  Medical  Faculty,  together  with 
those  of  other  universities,  accepted  a  plan  of  ac¬ 
celerated  tuition  that  would  shorten  the  medical 
course  from  six  to  four  and  a  half  years.  This  im¬ 
posed  a  heavy  burden  upon  an  overworked  teaching 
staff  but  this  task  they  accepted  without  complaint. 

Thus  Meds  '47  began  its  sophomore  year  and  car¬ 
ried  through  until  graduation  under  this  system,  en¬ 
listing  in  the  R  C.A.M.C.  in  1944. 

The  disquieting  atmosphere  of  a  wartime  uni¬ 
versity,  the  continuous  routine  of  study  and  examin¬ 


ations  without  the  benefit  of  the  usual  summer 
vacations  have  been  contributing  factors  to  the  loss 
of  a  number  of  the  original  freshman  year,  but  those 
who  came  to  fill  the  gaps  from  other  universities 
during  the  second  and  fourth  years  soon  became 
adapted  to  Queen's  life,  many  becoming  active  in 
Aesculapian  functions. 

Meds  '47  has  been  an  above  average  year  on 
the  campus:  its  "Hi  Ya  Hops"  each  fall  were  famous 
evenings;  among  its  members  were  athletes,  actors, 
artists,  and  musicians;  the  years  independent  atti¬ 
tude  was  well-known  to  faculty  and  students. 

Any  possible  detraction  of  the  academic  standara 
caused  by  the  accelerated  course  will  be  far  out¬ 
weighed  by  the  application  to  the  problems  of  the 
future,  of  determined  effort  which  the  past  four 
years  have  instilled  in  the  men  of  Meds  '47.

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The  Student  Nation 

The  question  of  the  desirability  of  a  national  student 
organization  has  been  one  which  has  frequently  occupied 
the  minds  of  Canadian  university  students.  The  "motif 
is  clear  and  simple.  Students  of  all  universities  arc  bound 
together  by  common  interests  and  problems.  They  share 
one  another’s  experience  and  are.  as  individuals,  moulded 
by  the  same  factors.  It  is  only  natural  that  they  should 
seek  a  common  meeting  ground  where  they  can  exchange 
ideas  and  discuss  their  difficulties.  And  it  is  nol  surprising, 
in  this  world  of  groups,  that  they  have  in  the  past  discovered 
that  their  deliberations,  if  they  were  to  come  to  n  con¬ 
structive  end,  would  have  to  be  conducted  in  an  organized 
way. 

It  was  out  of  such  considerations  that  a  group  of 
young  Canadians  came  together  in  1926  to  found  the  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students.  Their 
aims  and  ambitions  were  good,  but  the  Federation  has  had 
an  inglorious  history.  In  almost  twenty  years  of  existence 
il  can  point  to  only  a  few  real  achievements — the  setting 
up  of  the  Canadian  University  Press  and  the  arranging 
for  a  number  -if  exchange  fellowships  and  reduced  railway 
rides  for  students.  The  truth  is  that  it  has  never  become 
She  vilal  lorce  in  the  life  of  the  universities  that  it  was 
meant  to  be. 

In  recent  years,  however,  there  have  been  stirrings 
on  »  number  of  Canadian  campuses  which  give  promise 
that  the  "great  expectations”  of  N.F.C.U.S.  may  yet  lie 
realized.  The  renewal  of  interest  started  in  the  west,  bill 
McGill  has  lately  taken  the  lead.  There,  the  great  majority 
of  campus  clubs  are  cooperating  on  a  project  I  hat  has  as 
its  ultimate  objective  the  revitalization  of  the  national 
student  movement.  They  have  analyzed  the  Federation  and 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  its  lack  of  popular  sup¬ 
port  is  due  to  what  they  consider  a  narrow  system  of 
representation  based  on  delegates  appointed  by  the  official 
student  executives.  To  rectify  this  defect  they  propose  that 
the  delegates  to  the  annual  national  conference  be  elected 
directly  by  the  students.  To  improve  the  calibre  of  the 
conferences  they  advocate  preparatory  meetings  al  each 
university  that  would  draw  up  reports  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  be  submitted  to  its  plenary  sessions.  And  to  further 
demonstrate  their  earnestness  the  it  idents  of  McGill  an1  al 
present  laying  the  groundwork  for  a  preliminary  conference

HISTORY  OF  ARTS  '46 


About  146  students  will  graduate  in  the  class  of 
Arts  '45,  forty  percent  of  whom  are  co-eds.  The 
group  began  its  nomadic  career  in  1942  when  the 
call  of  "Co  west,  young  man,"  led  the  men  to  the 
wheat  fields  of  the  prairies.  Then  there  began  a  real 
exodus  which  depleted  our  classes,  as  both  men  and 
co-eds  joined  the  armed  forces  Many  have  spent 
their  service  time  together  and  have  returned  to 
Queen's  with  a  fortified  year  spirit. 

Leadership  in  student  activities  foils  largely  on 
the  members  of  every  graduating  year.  That  Arts  '46 
has  had  a  great  share  of  this  leadership  is  therefore 
a  normal  feature  of  a  year's  historv.  The  presidency 
of  the  AMS  held  by  I im  McQuarrie  contributes  most 
to  lend  distinction  to  our  Dart  in  student  activities. 

It  is  the  revival  of  intercollegiate  rugby  which  has 
made  1945  memorable  for  us  in  the  realm  of  college 
sports  Those  football  week-ends  have  been  a  real 
treat  for  our  last  year  We  will  not  forget,  either, 
the  imposing  list  of  individual  and  team  champion¬ 
ships  which  the  members  of  Arts  '46  have  drawn. 
The  men  captured  the  inter-year  baseball  champion¬ 
ship  in  1942-3,  and  soarked  the  inter-faculty  cham¬ 
pions  in  the  same  year  Outstanding  among  the  co-ed 
athletes  are  Ruth  Kinsella,  our  track  and  badminton 


star,  and  Muffy  Hibbert,  our  tennis  player  and  ice- 
follies  promoter. 

Social  activities  have  followed  the  pattern  set  by 
campus  tradition.  Year  parties  and  sleigh-rides  with 
the  Farmhouse  Formals  of  1944  and  1946,  have  given 
us  occasions  for  manifestation  of  group  organization 
and  spirit. 

For  the  graduates  of  1946  life  at  Queen's  has 
had  two  distinct  aspects.  The  first  reminds  us  of 
Queen's  in  a  world  at  war  —  bandaging  sessions  for 
the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Course,  the  c'ickina  of 
needles  in  the  Red  Cross  rooms,  sguads  of  marching 
khaki  on  the  lower  campus.  The  second  aspect  is 
Queen's  at  the  dawn  of  peace  the  powerful  and 
warm  spirit  of  Queen's  in  the  cheering  crowds  of  the 
stadium,  the  parade  of  colourful  plaids  and  the  skirl 
of  bagpipes,  the  strong  and  vigorous  life  in  the  clubs 
of  the  campus,  the  international  spirit  in  our  classes 
of  service  people,  the  brilliance  of  faculty-at-homes 
and  even  the  bells  in  Grant  Hall  Tower1 

The  graduates  of  Arts  '46  who  have  been  placed 
on  the  threshold  of  peace,  leave  Queen's  with  a 
Janus-like  perspective  and  Iho  full  realization  that 
education  r  a  loan  that  must  be  repaid.

For  some  of  you  those 
years  have  been  interspersed  with  duty  in  the  services for  all 
they  have  meant  a  strenuous  testing  of  fibre. 

As  you  step  out  of  college  into  a  world  racked  by  moral 
doubts  and  economic  ills,  make  sure  that  you  have  always  at  hand 
three  pieces  of  equipment :  a  respect  for  any  intellectual  opinion 
based  on  honest  and  diligent  enquiry,  an  intolerance  of  slipshod 
thinking  and  doing,  and  a  determination  to  judge  others  as  you 
would  be  judged  yourselves.  With  these  attributes  and  your 
grounding  in  the  techniques  of  business  administration  you  can 
be  very  useful  citizens  indeed.  And  that  is  the  high  calling  which 
I  and  my  colleagues  wish  for  you.
